In  preparing  your  poultry  &c.,  for  shipping  do  not  feed  them  for 
twenty -four  hours  before  killing,  do  not  pack  them  in  a box  until 
the  animal  heat  is  out  the  fowl. 

Do  not  cut  the  heads  or  feet  of  Turkeys  and  Geese  as  they  are 
sold  by  the  pound,  pluck  the  feathers  only  and  do  not  scald  the 
fowl. 

If  you  should  have  any  wild  fowl  or  game  such  as  Partridge, 
Wild  Ducks,  Deer,  Rabbits  &c.,  ship  them  just  as  they  are  killed, 
but  do  not  pack  them  in  a box  until  the  animal  heat  has  left  the 
body. 

If  possible  ship  your  fowls  so  that  they  will  not  arrive  in  Toronto 
on  Saturday  as  there  is  generally  more  received  on  that  day
